REPORT. 


City ReGisTrRar’s OFFICE, 
April 1, 1895. 


To tHe HONORABLE THE CiTy COUNCIL: 


In accordance with Chapter XLVI. of the Ordinances the City 
Registrar herewith presents his 39th annual report on the births, 
marriages and deaths in the City of Providence for the year ending 
December 31, 1894. 

The number of births reported in the city during the year 1894 
was 4,104; the number of marriages was 1,495; the number of © 
deaths was 2,896. 

The population of the city was estimated at 153,000 and the pro- 
portion of births, marriages and deaths was as follows: 

Births, 4,104, or one in 37.28; or 26.82 in each 1,000. 

Persons married, 2,990, or one in 51.17; or 19.54 in each 1,000. 

Deaths, 2,896, or one in in 52.83; or 18.92 in each 1,000. 

Owing to the unavoidable delay in collecting records of births the 
returns are yet to be tabulated, and the tables will be presented later 
as an appendix.

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BIRTHS. 


As was explained in my last report, there is always considerable 
delay in getting the Report on Births, Marriages and Deaths ready 
for the printer. ‘This delay is due to the defective method pre- 
scribed by law for collecting the returns of birth. It is always 
necessary to correct, compare and add to the enumerators’ returns, 
so that three or four months must elapse after the first of January 
before the returns of the preceding year can be considered complete. 
As the ordinance requires the city registrar to make a report to the 
City Council on or before the first day of April, it is impossible to 
have the tables prepared at that time, and they are therefore added 
by the printer in the appendix. 

Although not required to do so by law, the physicians and mid- 
wives are accustomed to report the births which they attend, and 
clergymen their baptisms, and it is chiefly from these sources that the 
enumerators’ returns are corrected. Most of the clergymens’ returns 
and many of the doctors’ are incomplete, and all such are given to 
the enumerators when they start on their rounds. With this aid in 
1894 the enumerators brought in 3,837 returns, which was 481 
more than in the preceding year, when they were not assisted by the 
returns received from physicians and clergymen. ‘To the enumera- 
tors’ returns were added 267, which were received complete from 
other sources, so that the total number of complete returns for the 
year 1894 was 4,104. In addition to these there were 14 which 
were too defective to enter into the tables, so that the total number 
recorded as occurring in the city was4,118. As the estimated popu- 
lation of the city for 1894 was 153,000, the birth rate was 26.92. 
There were in 1894, 92 less births than in 1893, and the rate was 
Be tosless.

Ratio. The population of the city in 1894 was estimated at 150,000, 
The ratio of the 4,104 births to population was therefore 26.82 per 
1,000 inhabitants, or one in 37.28. 


Season. The Jargest number of births in any one month in 1894 
was 378 in April; the smallest was 315 in September and Novem- 
ber; the largest quarterly total was 1,168 in the second quarter ; 
the smallest, 1,004 in the third quarter. P

Color. The number of colored children born in 1894 was re- 
ported as 130; this was 9 more than in the preceding year. Con- 
sidering the colored population to bear the same proportion to the 
whole population of the city as in 1890, we find it to be 4,698; of 
births in this class, the ratio was one in 36.13, or 27.67 births to 
each 1,000 colored inhabitants.

_ per cent., in 1893, 113 cases, or 2.71 per cent., and in 1894, 107 
cases, or 2.59 per cent., where the birthplace of one or both parents 
was not stated. The same is true of the total for thirty-nine years ;

The 1,255 children whose parents were both born in the United 
States were 30.57 per cent. of all the children born during the year ; 
this was 18 more children of this class than in 1893 and 0.01 per 
cent. less. There were, in addition to these, 358 children whose 
fathers were born in the United States and the mothers in some foreign 
country ; there were, therefore, 1,613 children of American fathers, 
or 39.30 per cent. of all. There were also 388 children whose 
fathers were foreign and the mothers American; and 68 where the 
mother was American, the father’s birthplace being unknown; a 
total of 1,711 children of American mothers, or 41.69 per cent. of all. 
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The children of the two classes of mixed parentage numbered 746, 
or 18.17 per cent. of all the children born during the year; 35 more 


children 1.09 per cent. more than in 1893. 


The children of 


purely foreign parentage in 1893 numbered 1,996, or 48.63 per 
cent. of all; 50 less children, and 0.99 per cent. less than the same 
class in 1893.

The number of first children in 1894 was 1,090, or 26.55 per 
cent. of the 4,104 children born during the year; In the forty years, 
1855 to 1894, there were 96,852 children born; of this number, 
24,458, or 25.25 per cent. were the first children of their mothers. 

Average Number of Children to Each Mother. There were forty- 
one plurality births in 1894, forty of twins and one of triplets; the 
number of mothers, therefore, was 4,062, but in tables VI. and VII. 
the number of mothers for 1894 is given as only 4,050 (because of 
the defective statistics mentioned above) ; these 4,050 mothers had 
borne in all 13,482 children, an average of 3.31 children to each 
mother; the average number of children to American mothers was 
2.98; to foreign mothers, 3.55.

The number of mothers in 1894 who were under 20 years of age 
was 163; 71 American, and 92 foreign, or 4.03 per cent. of mothers 
of known age. This was 0.58 per cent. more than the average for 
twenty-nine years and six months, the time during which a record of 
the ages of the mothers has been kept. 


The number of mothers in 1894 who were 40 years old and over 
was 156; 49 American, and 107 foreign, or 3.85 per cent of moth- 
ers of known age. This was 1.03 per cent. less than the average 
for twenty-nine years and six months.

The average age of these 81,989 mothers is 28.86 years. This 
is 0.85 years more than the average age of the mothers of 1894, 
which was 28.51. The average age of American mothers in 1894 
was 27.83 years; of foreign mothers, 29.00 years. The average 
age of the mothers for the period above mentioned is 5.46 years 
more than that of the brides for the last 39 years. The average 
age of the mothers for 1894 is 3.61 years more than that of the 
brides of the same year.

THIRTY-NINE YEARS’ SUMMARY OF PLURALITY BIRTHS. 


In the forty years, 1855 to 1894, there were 1,105 cases of plu- 
rality births in Providence; 1,095 of twins; 11 of triplets; and 1 
of quadruplets. 


Sex. In the case of the quadruplets, all the children were males. 


Of the eleven cases of triplets, in one case, all the children were 
males ; in six cases, all were females; and in three cases there were 
two male children and one female, and in one case one male and two 
females ; making 10 male and 23 female children in the eleven cases. 


In the 1,094 cases of twins, there were 361 where both children 
were males; in 371 both were females; and in 361 cases there was 
one male and one female child; in all 1,083 male, and 1,103 female 
children. 


In the 1,105 cases of plurality births, there were 1,097 male and 
1,126 female children ; a proportion of 102.6 females to 100 males ; 
or 50.66 female, and 49.34 male children in each 100 born. 


Color. In the cases of triplets and quadruplets, the parents were 
all white; of the 1,093 cases of twins, in 1,018 the parents were 
white, and in 75 they were colored. 

Of the quadruplets, the father was American, and the mother

Illegitimacy. The number of illegitimate births recorded in Prov- 
idence in 1894 was 67, or 1.63 per cent. of all the children born 
during the year. ‘The actual number was undoubtedly greater than 
this, as the method of obtaining records by enumerators is less likely 
to secure accurate information on this than on any other point. 


Forty-five of these births occurred at the Providence Lying-in 
Hospital.

Nativity and Residence. ‘There were in 1894, 138 marriages, or 
9.23 per cent. of all, in which both parties were natives of Provi- 
dence. ‘There were besides, 117 marriages where the groom only 
was born here; andin 229 the bride only. ‘This gives a total of 
622 persons married here during the year who were natives of the 
city ; this was 20.80 per cent. of the 2,990 persons married during 
the year. 


In 196 marriages, or 13.11 per cent. of all, both parties were 
non-residents of the city; this was 9 more marriages and 1.47 per 
cent. more than in 1893. Of these.196 marriages there were 100 
where both parties were from outside the State; in 69 both parties 
came from Massachusetts; and in 16 others one of the parties was 
from that State. But the number of marriages of non-residents has 
decreased since the change in our marriage law, July, 1881.

In both 1856 and in 1890 the deaths under 5 years, both of Amer- 
ican and foreign parentage, were somewhat above the average of 
contiguous years, but the ratio of American to foreign was about the 
same as in other years. These figures would indicate that there 
has been a progressive increase in mortality among children of 
American parentage, and a progressive decrease among those of 
foreign parentage during the past 38 years. 


During the 15 years, from 1840 to 1854, inclusive, of all the 
decedents in the city, 48.56 in each 100 were under 5 years of age; 
from 1856 to 1880, inclusive, of all the decedents 37.55 in each 100 
were under 5 years; from 1881 to 1891, of all decedents 31.75 in 
each 100 were under 5 years, showing a progressive decrease in the 
mortality at this age.

Table XVIII. shows the relative mortality at different ages and 
seasons. Of the 282 American decedents in the third quarter, 103, 
or 36.52 per cent., were less than a year old. The whole number 
of American decedents under one year was 287; the 103 who died 
in the third quarter were 35.89 per cent. of this number. 


Of decedents of foreign parentage, the number in the third quarter 
was 503; of these, 148, or 29.42 per cent., were less than one year 
old; the whole number of foreign decedents of this age was 361; 
the 148 dying in the third quarter of the year were 40.99 per cent. 
of the whole number. 


Causes of Death. ‘Table XIX. gives the number of deaths in 
Providence in 1894 from each cause stated, and in each division of 
ages; also the number of decedents from each cause, according to 
sex and parentage ; the percentage of deaths from each cause, of the 
whole number from known causes, and also the number of deaths 
from each cause to 100,000 of the population. 


Season and Disease. ‘Table XX. shows the number of deaths 
from some of the most prominent causes, in each month and quarter 
of the year 1894, showing the comparative mortality from different 
diseases at different seasons. - 


Totals for a period of years. Table XXIJI. gives the number of 
deaths from the principal causes for a period of years, distributed 
according to sex and parentage, and also the ratio of deaths from 
each cause to the total deaths for the same period. 
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NOTES ON THE CAUSES OF DEATH. 


DurRING THE YEAR 1894. 


These notes are in explanation of the facts given in table XIX., 
XX. and XXI. 

The percentage of deaths from the different causes has always 
been reckoned on the number of deaths from known causes, except 
in table XXI. 

The number of deaths in Providence in 1894 was 2,896; of these 
there were 25 cases, or 0.86 per cent., where no cause of death 
could be determined or recorded; the number from known causes, 
therefore, and on which all the percentages are reckoned, was 2,871. 

In the thirty-nine years, 1856 to 1894, inclusive, there were 
70,282 deaths in Providence; 715, or 1.01 per cent., for which no 
cause was given, the number from known causes being 69,567. In 
the 55 years, 1840 to 1894, inclusive, there were 83,427 deaths; of 
ii", or 2.05 per cent., the cause was not stated; the number of 
deaths from known causes in this period being 81,710. 


Abscess. The number of deaths from abscess in 1894 was 12, 
8 more than in 1893. The location of the abscesses was as follows: 
two perinephritic, two of the neck, one each, pelvic, psoas, lumbar, 
axillary, cerebral, gluteal, glandular and multiple. 


Accidents. There were 86 deaths from accidents in 1894, or 18 
less than in 1893. There were 4 deaths from asphyxia, 9 from 
burns and scalds, 13 from drowning, 10 from falls, 8 from poison- 
ing, 15 railroad accidents, and 27 from various other accidents. 
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The following shows the number of deaths from the different 
causes by five year periods for the thirty-nine years from 1856 to

The ‘‘ various accidents,” and indeed the exact nature of the acci- 
dents generally, were not so carefully specified in past years as at the 
present time, so that it is not possible to present strictly accurate 
statistics in regard to them. Butit may be noted that during the 39 
years there were 22 deaths from inhaling illuminating gas and perhaps 
one more which was said to ke due to coal gas. Of the 22 deaths, 
17 occurred during the past five years. There have been 3 deaths 
due to electricity. Two persous have been killed by cable cars, 4 
by electric cars and 12 by horse cars. 

Of the 105 deaths by poisoning 85 were caused by opium, lauda- 
num or morphine, 14 by an overdose of medicine (in most cases 
containing opium). Four children died from the effects of drinking 
liquor in some form. 

Thirty-six children met their death because of injury at birth. 

There were 23 deaths due to accidental discharge of pistols or 
guns. 
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There were 27 deaths by burns, due to the use of kerosene. 

Seventy-two persons met their death by falling down stairs. 

Only 1 person during the 39 years was reported to have been 
killed by lightning. 


During the year 1894 the causes of death by accident so far as 
specified were as follows: 


Asphyxia. Of the deaths by asphyxia two were at birth, and one 
each by sand in a sewer trench and by overlaying. 


Burns and Scalds. Two deaths were from oil stove, and one 
each from kerosene, falling into hot water, playing with matches and 
clothes catching from stove. 


Falls. Two deaths were caused each by fall from a team and 
down an elevator shaft, and one each from steps, stairs, staging and 
electric car. 


Poisoning. There were 6 deaths from poisoning by illuminating 
gas and one by aconite and one by arsenic, 


Various Accidents. ‘There were 27 accidents of various kinds, 
which caused death as follows: Fracture of the thigh, fracture of 
the skull, 4 each; fracture of the hip, 1; run over by electric car, 4 ; 
run over by team, 2; concussion of brain, trampled on by horse, 
caught on shaft, pistol shot in heart, building accident, kicked by 
horse, hit by falling plank, fall of embankment, blow on head in 
diving, fall of boiler Sanu ys elevator accident and fall of 
heavy box, 1 each. 


Apoplexy. This was given as the cause of 129 deaths in 1894; 
the same as in 1893. The following table gives the deaths from 
this disease for periods of five years from 1856 to 1890, and for the 
four years 1891-1894. It will be seen from this table that there has 
been a continual increase in this disease during the past 39 years. 
There has been practically no difference in the incidence of apoplexy 
upon males and females, but there is a very great difference as 
regards persons of American parentage and foreign parentage :

Bones, Diseases of. There were 7 cases of disease of the bones, 
5 hip joint disease and 2 otitis media. 


Brain, Diseases of. The number of deaths reported from dis- 
eases of the brain was 74, or 11 less than in 1893. Of these 74 
deaths, 48 were called inflammation; 9, congestion; 6, softening ; 
2, ceedema, and 1 each, senile atrophy and hyperemia. 


Bronchitis was returned as the cause of 122 deaths in 1894; this 
was 13 less than in the preceding year.

Cancer. The number of deaths from this cause in 1894 was 78, 
or 17 less than in 1898. Of these, 13 were cancer of the stomach ; 
16 of the uterus and 9 of the liver. The 40 others, so far as speci- 
fied, were 5 each of the face, breast and abdomen; 3 of the throat ; 
2 each of the bladder, intestine and rectum, and 1 each of mouth, per- 
itoneum, vagina, lower jaw, omentum, lip, mastoid, cervical glands, 
axilla, sigmoid flexure, prostate gland and lung.

74 CITY REGISTRAR’S REPORT, 1894. 


The subject of diphtheria has been commented upon in several 
previous reports; see ‘‘ City Registrar’s Report ”’ for the years 1860, 
1870, 1877 to 1880, inclusive, and 18838. 

The following table illustrates the subject of season in connection 
with the three important causes of death, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
and croup; showing the number and percentage of deaths in Provi- 
dence, from each cause, in each month and quarter of the year. 
The figures for diphtheria cover thirty-seven years, 1858 to 1894, 
inclusive; for scarlet fever, the forty years, from 1855 to 1894, 
inclusive ; and for croup, the thirty-nine years, from 1856 to 1894, 
anclusive. Until the year 1884, the figures for crowp ineluded the 
year 1855; but in the reports since that year, the figures concerning 
that disease for 1855 are omitted from this comparative table, that 
the whole number may correspond with the total from croup, as 


given in the table on page 69, which covers the period from 1856 to 
the present time:

Dropsy was the only cause given for 3 deaths in 1894; 3 less 
than in 1893. 


Enteritis. ‘There were 99 deaths from enteritis in 1894, includ- 
ing 13 from colo-enteritis, and 49 from gastro-enteritis, 2 from ileo- 
colitis, and 4 from muco-enteritis. 


The number of deaths from enteritis in the 39 years, 1856 to 
1894, was 1,068, or 1.53 per cent. of all from known causes. 


Hrysipelas. This was the cause of 8 deaths in 1894, or 3 less 
than in 1893. 


Fever, Malarial. In 1869, two deaths, and in 1880, one death 
were reported as due to malarial fever. These were counted in 
with typhoid fever, but since 1880 the record of malarial fevers 
has been kept separate from typhoid. Malarial disease originated 
in Providence in 1880 for the first time in fifty years. 
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The following table shows the deaths from all forms of malarial 
fevers since 1880:

Fever, Typhoid. The number of deaths from this cause in 1894 
was 70, which was 20 more than in 1893. 


In the 25 years previous to 1881, deaths were occasionally 
reported from ‘‘fever,’’ and ‘‘ bilious fever,” and about 80 in all 
as ‘*¢ typhus fever.” ‘There was also, in 1869, one death reported 
as ‘* intermittent fever,’’ and one ‘‘ malarial fever.”” These were 
all included with typhoid fever. The 1 death from typhus fever in 


1893 was not included with typhoid.

Insanity. The number of deaths from this cause in 1894 was 26. 
As far as specified the varieties of insanity were as follows: Gen- 
eral paresis, 9; senile dementia, 9; dementia, 1; acute mania, 2; 
terminal insanity, 1; softening of brain, 1. 


Of the 26 deaths from insanity, 11 were at Butler Hospital, 15 
were elsewhere in the city. ‘There were 3 other deaths at the Butler 
Hospital, 2 due to apoplexy and 1 to phthisis. 


Kidneys, Diseases of. The number of deaths from diseases of the 
kidneys in 1894 was 182. This was 19 less than in the preceding 
year. Of these, 49 were due to ‘* Bright’s disease,” 54 to nephritis, 
14, uremia; 4, granular kidneys; 3, congestion; 38, calculi; 1 
albuminuria. 
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Inver, Diseases of. There were in 1894, 29 deaths from diseases 
of the liver, which was 8 less than in J898. Of these 29 cases there 
were specified as cirrhosis, 7; hepatitis, 2, inflammation, congestion, 
amyloid degeneration, obstruction and abscess, 1 each. 


Malformations. The number of deaths from this cause in 1894 
was 17, or 5 less than in 1893. They were so far specified as fol- 
lows: Cyanosis, 7; of the heart, 4; spina bifida, 2; of the rectum, 
of the brain, cleft palate and hare-lip, and cyanosis aud spina-bifida, 
1 each. 


Measles. There were 5 deaths from measles in 1894, or 58 less 
than in the preceding year. 


This disease has always been very irregular in its appearance in 
this city, as may be seen by the following table, which shows the 
number of deaths caused by it in each year since 1856:

Old Age. ‘There were 63 deaths in 1894 ascribed to this cause ; 
14 more than 1893; 9 of the decedents were over 90 years of age. 
Of these, one was said to be over 100 years old. 


How small a proportion of the decedents of advanced age are 
reported under this head will be seen by the following figures. In 
1894, there were 347 decedents, or 12.08 per cent. of all the dece- 
dents from known causes, who were more than 70 years old; 220 of 
American, and 127 of foreign parentage; 139 niales and 208 
females. 


In the 89 years, 1856-1894, the number of decedents of 70 years 
and over was 8,495, or 12.21 per cent. of all the decedents from 
known causes; 5,648 of American and 2,846 of foreign parentage.
